paired from the city corporation hue 
to Brownstown. 
Later, Mr. O’Neill 
stated, stretches will be resurfaced 
with gravel.

Washington, March 26—Charging 
that the managers of I/eonardWood's 
campaign for the Republican nomi­ 
nation for president have set out to 
control the Republican national con­ 
vention through the use of money, 
Senator Borah, Idaho, today created 
a political sensation in the senate. 
In a speech on campaign expendi- 
‘tures, Borah declared that “a sat­ 
urnalia 
of 
corruption 
had 
been 
brought about by the use of money 
bv candidates.” 
His speech may result in a con­ 
gressional investigation of the cam­ 
paign funds of all candidates. 
Sen­ 
ator Kenyon, Iowa, said hi* was con­ 
sidering introduction of a resolution 
for such an inquiry. 
Borah declared 'that, both Republi­ 
can and Democratic candidates were 
spending money “ because there is no 
law against it.” 
He introduced a 
bill to limit such expenditures to 
$10,000 to a state on the pro convcn , 
1 on campaign. 
Borah declared that only an “ in­ 
nocent” would believe that President 
Wilson 
does not intend to seek a 
third term and he added that if Wood 
“ pursues his present 'tueties much 
longer” Wilson will be elected for a 
third term, if In* wuuts to hi*.
